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(3) IF WE DO NOT send an
uninstructed delegation, must
we send an ostensible candi-
date for the Presidency, a Cal-
ifornia “favorite son,” who can
trade the votes of the Republi-
can delegation from California
for a position on the U, S.
Supreme Court, or swap our
votes for a job as a member
of the cabinet of the Presi-
dent?

A true conservative is one
who believes in the dignity of
the individual citizen, regard-
less of his race, religion, or
national origin. A real con-
servative believes in home
rule, which means that if a
city or county can handle its
problems, it should not seek
